several reasons. One, because the 
greatest W ar Governor of Illinois 
and the nation was given to the 
Union cause by this community, 
Another owing to the promptness 
of the city and county in support­ 
ing the call and needs of Lincoln. 
A third, was our furnishing the 
greatest cavalry soldier 
of 
the 
War, Major General Benjamin H. 
Grierson. 
A fourth was the great 
and generous work of our women 
and people at home—from first to 
last—in caring for the soldiers 
and their families. Still another, 
was the largest 
single 
gift— so 
far as known to the writer— given 
by any one in the state to the 
work of the Christian Commission 
— the Red Cross of that day. 
This 
was the contribution of ten thous­ 
and dollars by our great farmer, 
Mr. Jacob Strawn, supplemented 
by twelve thousand dollars more 
given by our citizens generally at 
that time. 
When Jacksonville

And it is easily to be guessed 
that it was a glad time here w'hen 
the boys came back. 
They were 
greeted 
with 
handshakes

kisses, they were praised by elo­

usually go to the 
Cracker Jack 
and other candy 
factories. 
This 
year Mr. Klick has over 700 acres 
of w heat planted on* his Morgan 
county farm and more th an 300 
on his Macon county farm . 
He 
was led to plant this large acre­ 
age partially because of th e guar­ 
anteed w heat price and partially 
because th e planting fits in with 
his crop rotation plan. 
On the 
of popcorn the largest shipments 
plant ab o u t 150 
acres of spring 
wheat. 
Practically all of the re­ 
maining acres on both farm s will 
be in corn. 
This year Mr. Klick is going in 
heavily on wheat but he believes 
that, one year after another, there 
is more profit in raising corn than 
wheat. 
T he method of crop rota­ 
tion he follows in Macon county 
has usually resulted in 50 to 60 
bushel crops and 
he 
expects to 
have like results 
here. 
It has 
taken som e good m anagem ent and 
a lot of w ork to prepare th e thou­ 
sand and more acres of land for 
wheat and to get the crop planted. 
On the M organ county farm three 
tractors and a large num ber of 
horses w ere required. 
Mr. Klick 
in addition to looking a fte r his 
Macon and Morgan county hold­ 
ings has some farming operations 
in Iowa, so that he is a very busy 
man.

The fourth meal is just as un­ 
necessary as the* fifth wheel on a 
cart. 
It is not 
necessary 
for 
health, and not necessary for so­ 
cial purposes at this time. 
The Food Administration recog­ 
nizes the value of the sociability 
engendered by a function where 
refreshments are served. 
But it 
believes that any such function, 
such as a theatre supper or af­ 
ternoon tea, which constitutes a 
fourth meal, is unpatriotic 
and 
contrary to the principles of con­ 
servation and labor. 
The Food 
Administration 
is 
therefore requesting that after­ 
noon teas and th eatre suppers 
be discontinued until after the 
war. 
The consumption of sand­ 
wiches, cakes and sugar which us­ 
ually accompany these meals, es­ 
pecially afternoon tea, makes an 
unnecessary waste of foodstuffs. 
There will often be legitimate 
occasion 
for 
banquets, 
club 
lunches, church suppers or sim­ 
ilar functions. 
In such case the 
Ifopd Administration asks that the 
hours, when these are held be so 
regulated 
that 
the banquet or 


luiicheon takes the place of one j STATE BAPTIST BOARD MEETS 
of the three regular home meals. 
Indeed such meal may well serve 
as a lesson in intelligent food 
conservation. 
In France 
and 
England 
no 
meals are 
served 
after
